SURRENDER 


Guantanamo and Caimanera Garri- 


sons Give Up 


MANY 
PRISONERS AND LARGE 


QUANTITIES OF ARMS TAKEN 


Santiago, Aug. 10—Special—On Monday the formal 


surrender of Guantanamo, Caimanara and the blockhouses in 
the vicinity was completed. The Spanish soldiers marched 
out, piling up 6,000 rifles and three million rounds of am- 
munition. 


The Fight at Manila. 


Washington, Aug. 10—Special—There is much satisfac- 


tion at the news from the Philippines today. The land en- 
gagement at Manila shows that the American forces are fully 
competent to deal with the enemy, and a decisive- battle is 
expected there soon. The advantage gained, it is believed, 
will be followed up with vigor, and the Spanish position at- 
tacked from every quarter. 
It is expected that the entire is- 


land of Luzon, including Manila, will be in possession of the 
United States troops within two weeks, an event that will 
have an important bearing upon the pending peace negotia- 
tions. ' 


Almost a Disaster. 


. Hong Kong, Aug. 10—Special—Fresh details of the 


first land battle at Manila show that at one time the Ameri- 
cans were periously near a reverse, which was prevented by 
the timely arrival of reinforcements. The Spanish fire was 
surprisingly accurate. After the battle General Greene issued 
.a general order congratulating the troops on their bravery 
and good work.

Joy Mingled With Woe. 


Washington, Aug. 10—Special—News of further Cuban 


victoiies in the western provinces has reached the Cubans in 
Washington,^ one of the battles being the largest and most 
important ever fought in that part of the Island.

from starvation and an appeal for futtheraid from the United 
. States.

The wounded were given pre- 


ference in embarking.

A. Thompion was chosen 
to. mako all necessary arrangements. 
Each year the public looks forward to 
the grocers' annual picnic as one of 
the outdoor events of tho season and 
this promises to bo no exception to 
tho rule.

Washington, Aug. 10—Special—Absolute silence is 


maintained this morning by every member of the administra- 
tion with regard to the status of the peace negotiations. 
No 


official statement can be extorted from anybody, and the 
cabinet members all declare they have agreed to remain 
mute until the secretary of state sees fit to make some public 
announcement. Your correspondent is able to state on au- 
thority that Spain has accepted in a general way the peace 
terms and not formally asked that any changes be made. , 
The French minister did, however, present a "letter of in- 
structions" asking certain assurances in advance and for cer- 
tain constructions of terms so. that there would be a full and 
complete understanding before the protocal was signed and 
an armistice declared. 


The End Is Near. 


Washington, Aug. 10—Special—While there is a feeling 


of disappointment here over Spain's reply to the American 
conditions of peace, there is yet a conviction that the end of 
the war is near. • In their reply the Spanish ministeis assume 
a c[sod deal that was not even suggested in the president's 
note, but will be speedily set right. A supplemental note 
will probably be sent within a day or two explicitly repudiat- 
ing the Spanish assumption that the debt of Cuba will be as- 
sumed by the United States, or that any measure of Spanish 
supremacy will be maintained in any of the territory over 
which-this nation may assume control. 
The ministers will be 


given to understand that they are the suppliants, not the giv- 
ers, of terms. 
There is a disposition to ignore the Spanish 


reply entirly as not meeting the conditions of the president's 
note, and to proceed with the war precisely as if no negotia- 
tions had taken place. 
Such a course would doubtless bring 


Spain to her knees in short order, and is favored by many. 


A String to It. 


Washington, Aug. 10—Special—"Acceptance with a 


string tied to it" is the greeting between official and unofficial 
diplomats this morning. President McKinley, it is reported, 
will ignore the new questions raised, and Secretary Day wiU 
prepare a protocol on the line of the president's original con- 
ditions. The Madrid government will be vouchsafed the ex- 
planation that the other points raised will come up properly 
and in due course before the peace commission, and the 
United States will make no agreement on them in advance. 
If Spain accepts the protocol as meeting her reply, and agrees 
to it, an armistice may then be proclaimed. 


Tomorrow Will Tell. 


Washington, Aug. 10—Special—Secretary Long, after 


visiting the white house this morning, when asked if peace 
would come today, replie'd: 
"I think not, but the matter 


will be settled one way or the other tomorrow." This bears 
out the existing impression that war will be renewed with in- 
creased vigor all along the line unless S^ain promptly gives 
a more satisfactory reply. 
If not received by tomorrow 


night Sampson may be ordered across the Atlantic. 


A Protocol Drawn Up. 


Washington, Aug. 10—Special—Secretary Day and Am- 


bassador Cambon have agreed upon a protocol and M. Cam- 
bon cabled to Madrid for permission to sign it officially. 
It is 


admitted at the state department that the terms laid down by 
the United States have not been changed. 
It is hoped M. 


Cambsn will get the required authority to sign tonight or to- 
morrow. Secretary Day admits that peace commissioners 
will soon be appointed. 


Must Agree at Once. 


Washington, Aug. 10—Special—Ambassador Cambon, 


it is learned from official sources, has been entrusted to tell 
the Madrid government that the terms ot the protocol as 
agreed upon must be accepted or rejected at once. It is 
in the nature of an ultimatum, and unless Cambon is in- 
structed to agree all negotiations will fail.

BLOODLESS VICTORY 


LIEUT. BOSTWICK WRITES OF 


GUAM'S 
CAPTURE 


Officers Or the Port and City Had Not 


Heard of the Declaration of War— 
Governor of the Island and Other 
Dignitaries 
Made Prisoners 
of 


War. 
Lieut. Frank Boatwick, of thii city, 


who Is on board the cruiser Charleston, 
recently arrived at Manila, with rein- 
forcements for Admiral Dowey, wrliea 
BD inte-eatlcg' loiter to his father here 
in which he details his experience en 
route to the Philippines and deta Is 
the capture of Guam, one of the 
Lsdrone Inlands, without casuallties 
on either aide. The letters are full of 
interest, and are given in their en- 
tirety: 
, 


United States SteamBhlp.Charleston, 


At Sea, June 10, 1808. Dear Father— 
Over a fortnight ba» elapued eluuo we 
left Honolulu and before another fort' 
night baa eiapied we will In all prob- 
ability Lave reaohed our journey's end 
•nd the first detachment of United 
States troops will have Arrived at their 
destination. 
The three ships have 


kept with us ever slnca we left Hono- 
lulu. I feel awfully sorry for those 
poor boyp, they are so crowded up and 
the weather it so insufferably hot, 
twenty-fiva hundred of them on the 
three ships. It is uncomfortable on 
the Charleston althouRn 
we have 


•team blowers to beep a constant cir- 
culation of frtsh air through the ship, 
and electric fans In our rooms to keep 
us oool, and the luxury of electric 
lights aa well. Yet I am bathed in 


United States Cruiser Charleston. 


perspiration the greater part of the 
time, and as we have no ice machine 
on bourd a cool drink is something we 
can pet only in Imagination. Most 
modern ernisers have Ice machines on 


. board, but we have not. 


In spite of my thorough dislike for 


hot weather and the discomfort I feel, 
my health bas been excellent. I have 
bad experience enough of this part of 
the world to know bow to take care 
of myself so I do not anticipate any 
Illness due to change ol climate. As 
to tbe fortunes of war that Is an un- 
known quantity and each must tako 
bit chance. 


Tomorrow 
I 
may , get 
my 


first 
experience 
of 
actual war. 


We. are approaching the Ladrone Is- 
lands which are Spanish possessions. 
The largest Island In the group is 
Qpam on which the city of Agana con- 
tains from five to toven thousand In- 
habitants. This city has fortifloatlons. 
a detachment of Spanish troops, and 
possibly a gunboat or two in port. 
Our captain received sealed orders ID 
Honolulu which he opened the day 
after wt, left port. Those orders di- 
rected him to go to Guam, attack and 
dMtroy tbe fortifloatlons and capture 
or destroy any Spanish vessel which 
may be there. 


W will reach there tomorrow and 


we have made every preparation for 
hot work. Though our crew are mostly 
green men, we have been drilling ever 
since we left San Francisco, and dril- 
ling hard. They are an unusually in- 
telligent lot of men and have caught 
bold in a way which has surprised us. 
We bad target practice day before 
yesterday with our eight and six inch 
guns. The accuracy of marksmanship 
astonished us, and we only hope that 
if occasion requires tbe use of the 
guns tomorrow the men may do so 
well. 


Aa to what we are to expect tomor- 


row, there la so little known of Guam 
that we are. utterly at a loss to con- 
jeotnre. 


Opinion among the officers Is divided. 


Some think we will find ajtne insigni- 
ficant fortifications with an antiquated 
battery manned by perhaps half a hun- 
dred men. who will surrender at once 
without the necessity of firing a shot; 
others think that the 
place bas 


been improved 
In tbe 
last 
few 


ye»rs and it is supplied with modern 
Ion? range gnns. la such a case wo 
may bave quite a scrap before we get 
through with it. But whatever may 
be la store you can rest assured that 
tbe Charleston will give a good ac- 
connt of herself and prove herself a 
worthy addition to Dewey'a fleet 


My duties probably give mo more 


latitude of movement than any other 
officer on the 
ship. The captain's 


place is on tbe bridge to direct the 
movements of tbe ship and with him 
are the first lieutenant who directs the 
firing of tbe gnns and tho navigator 
who courses the ship and sees that 
•be is kept olear of rocks or shoals; 
tbe other watch officers are with their 
guns directing the firing In accordance 
with the orders received 
from the 


first lieutenant; the engineer officers 
are in tbe engine room, tbe doctors 
are in the sick lay to care for the 
wounded, the marine officer alro has 
a division of guns to look after aad 
the 
paymaster assists mo 
In the 


powder division. 


My duties, as chief of the powder; 


division whicu supplies the ammuni- j 
tlon, takes me forward and aft on 
tbe spar deck, berth deck and even' 
down into tbe magazines ani? shell 
rooms if 
anything goes wrong. 
I 


bave to see that all the gnu* have an 


ample or rather a constant supply of 
ate munition and at the some tlmo 
that ammunition does not accumulate 
un deck, so I have to be here, there 
and everywhere.

United States Steamship Charleston 


At Sea, June 23, 1808—We have met 
tho enemy and they are ours. They 
arc now on beard tho Sydney aa prit 
oners of war and the ilaet Is again 
underway tor Manila, which place we 
should roach by tho 30th if good 
weather continues. Our prisoners ol 
war, auove referred to, are tbe gov- 
ernor of the territory,who Isalioutcn- 
ant-oolontl In the Spanish army; his 
secretary, a captain of t o port, a 
lieutenant-commander In the Spanish 
navy; two lieutenants of the Spanish 
naval infantry; a surgeon of the Span 
Ish army, acd Ffiy-tunr non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates, Spanish 
naval infantry, The spoils of war 
conalht of their swords, gnni, and a 
bmall P mount of ammunition. 


V, e have realized my expectations 


that nothing would be found at Guam 
to require more than a display cf for:o. 
lint I tupposo you would like to have 
the story from the beginning as 1% will 
be a leaf In the history of our war with 
Spain. 


Not knowing what to expect, we of 


course made every preparation for at- 
tack and defence, and on the evening 
before our arrival tbe ship was cleared 
for action. We sighted the Ibland cf 
Guam at daylight. 
At half past five 


tbe officers were called, .tbe call to 
'general quarters" was sounded and 
all the guns were loaded. Then all 
bands went to breakfast. 


Meantime tbe ship had rounded tbe 


north point of the island and was 
standing down tbe west shore. We 
first looked into the bay of Agana to 
see if there might 
be a gunboat 


lying around loose. 
Not finding any 


we stood on for the principal harbor, 
San Luis d'Apra, a few miles further 
south. 
Aa the harbor opened out we 


espied a white brigantine which we 
hoped would prove to be a Spaniard, 
but which turned out to be Japanese. 


Approaching tb* harbor entrance all 


bands were called to quarters again, 
and the men stood by their gnns, hop- 
ing that there would soon be some- 
thing tn Qre at. Tbe entrance to tbe 
harbor is very narrow, with a cora 
rotf on tbe port hand and a blgli blnfi 
to the starboard. The chart indicated 
that this bluff was fortified but, owing 
to its height and tbe tropical growth 
which covered it, we could not make 
out what might be there, and anyway 
It was necessary ta chance it. 
Had 


there been anything there they would 
have made it warm for us for a abort 
time, aa our decks were entirely ex- 
posed, while owing to our close prox- 
imity to the bluff, our gnns were use- 
less. 
However, nothing transpired, 


and we >rere aoon past the doubtful 
point. Getting cks ir In we diacovered 
a small fortlfle.l lalet about a mile 
ahead. Wo fired half a dozen Aots at 
it with our slx-pouuders, knocking up 
bricks and mortar, but meeting with 
no response. Then wo decided to oDmo 
to anchor. 


Shortly after 
anchoring, a boat 


pulled out from the bneoh and came 
alongside -with several people, among 
them tho aforesaid captain of 
the 


port, and the army surgeon, who was 
tho health officer of the port. 
They 


were recalvea at tho gangway and 
asked Into the cabin, where they were 
informed that they were prisoners of 
war. 
The announcement t-ok them 


Hat aback, as they did not know of 
the 
existence 
of 
war 
between 


the two 
countries. 
They 
only 


got four mails a year, by way ot 
Manila, and when their last mail left, 
war bad not been declared. They had 
heard of the Maine disaster. Oor 
captain told them he would releaao 
them on parole that they might go 
back and Inform the governor of the 
territory that he would be expected 
to surrender at onco 
himself, his 


troopa and hla territory. 


Tbe next morning, tha governor, 


not having put in an appeai-ance, a 
landlbg forco was organized, .consist- 
ing of our marine guard and Compa- 
nies A and D, of the Oregon Volun- 
teers. 
A committee of two ol our offi-

A Bicycle Shower Bath, 


j A decided novelty has recently been 
brought out by a French bicycle mnnu- 
facturer.and has been exhibited by him 
at a cycle show In Paris. 
It Is termed, 


according to Invention, a velo douche, 
and IB an eminently practical device 
for combining exercise with tho morn- 
ing ablutions. It consists of a shallow 
tub, to which Is secured a framework 
Carrying a bicycle saddle, a handle 
bar, pedals, sprocket wheels and chain. 
The resemblance to a bicycle goes no 
farther. The suction pipe of the pump 
ends near the bottom of tho tub, and 
the discharge pipe Is curved and ends 
In the sprinkler arrangement common 
to all shower baths. A cork half way 
up tho discharge pipe permits of the 
water being turned on to the sprinkler 
or through the hose ana nozzle, de- 
pending on whether a bath Is desired 
or not. When the rider has exercised 
sufllclently he can reach backward and 
turn the cock BO ns to let the water 
pass upwards and out of tho sprlnklor. 
The harder he pedals, the larger tho 
stream. Tho tub can be divided Into 
two compartments, one containing hot 
water, and the cold and hot douche 
may then Lo used at will.

flinched, but otood their ground un- 
der a withering flro.

Tho enemy were on top of tho trenches

Nothing could bo secen 
but flashes of Mauser rifles. Men run 
right up to the attacking Spaniards and 
mowed them down with regular vol- 
leys. 


Tho Utah Battery, under Captain 


Young, covered itself with glory. Tho 
men pulled their guns through mud- 
axle deop. Two guns were sent around 
in flanks and poured In a destructive 
enfilading fire.

pulsed, and retreated In disorder. Our 
infantry had exhausted Its ammunition 
nnd did not follow tho enemy.

on inch of ground was lost, but 
tho 


scenes in the trenches was ono never 
to be forgotten. 
- During flashes' oC lightning tho dead 
and wounded could .be seen lying in 
blood-red water, hut neither tho ele- 
ments of heaven nor the dostructlvo 
power of man could wring a cry of 
protest from tho wounded. They en- 
couraged their comrades to flght and 
handed over their cartridge belts. 


During tho night tho Spanish scouts 


were seen carrying off the dead and 
wounded of tho enemy. 


Tho American dead wcro burled next 


day in tho convent nt Jlaracaban. 


Tho night of Aug. 1 the lire waa re- 


newed, hut tho enemy had been taught 
a lesson and made the attack at long 
range with heavy artillery. The Utah 
battery replied,'and the artillery duel 
lasted nn hour. One man was killed. 
He was Fred Sprlngsted, First Colo- 
rado, und two men were wounded. 


The night of Aug. 2 the artillery duel 


was renewed. Two men were badly 
wounded and are this morning reported 
dead, which brings the total dead to 
thirteen, with ten in the hospital mor- 
tally hurt.
